Mr. Bennett makes no answer ‘to

By_basal, the doctor means that the test 
is made when ‘the person is not working or 
moving, or eating, Metabolism refers in this 
case to the rate at which oxygen is used in 
the body.

In the test for basal metabolism the per- 
son’ goes to the laboratory in the morning 
without breakfast, and lies quietly for_half 
an hour. Then, usually, a maskis put over 
her face or a mouth-piece is put into her 
mouth and she breathes through this. The 
amount of oxygen she tises per unit of time 
is measured, and this amount is compared 
with the amount that should be used for the 
person's sex-age, weight, and height 

If the ferson gets very nervous and fright- 
ened and breathes unevenly, the test should 
be repeated two or three times. Occasion- 
ally. the measurement is wrong because the 
technician hasn't kept her apparatus in good 
shape. I have known scores of people, bright 
and wide-awake and keen, who were told that 
they had a basal metabolic rate of minus 40. 
I_ knew this couldn't be correct because the 
person was 80 bright and quick, so I went 
and looked at the machine and found it out 
of order. 

Today, it. is fashionable to disregard the 
records Made. by the machine, and to get 
other records of the uptake of radio-active 
iodine by the thyroid gland. Some physi- 
cians ask for a measure of the protein-bound 
iodine in the blood. My fear is that if, in a 
given case, one nas to go to such great ef- 
forts to show a slight abnormality in the 
functions of ‘the thyroid gland, the diagnosis 
reached will be wrong. Many of us physi- 
cians, When we see a woman who says she 
feels tired and toxic, feel that we must find 
some diseased organ in her body. ._Unfortu- 
nately we forget, or we never knew, that a 
very common cause of feelings of fatigue is 
a mild depression—up in the brain.
